A Brazilian friend of mine 
keeps a bowl of avocado 
mashed with sour cream in 
her refrigerator at all times:

Rabbi Mar- 
golioth first published his 
commentary on this work in 
1924, but in the present edi- 
tion it has been entirely re- 
worked and has so Many new 
things added to it that it 
may be considered in a sense 
a new commentary by the 
same author. 

What Rabbi Margolioth 
aims at in particular in his 
commentary is to show the 
Jewish sources for many of 
the teachings in “Sefer Ha- 
sidim.” His full familiarity 
with Talmudic and Midra- 
shic literature, as well as 
his intimate acquaintance 
with the writings of the 
Rishonim and later codifiers, 
has admirably fitted Rabbi 
Margolicth for hig task. He 
shows, on the one hand, how 
many an obscure statement 
in the book has its sources 
in Talmud or Midrash, and, 
on the other, traces the idea 
again from its reappearance 
in the “Sefer Hasidim“ 
through Jewish literature 
afterwards.
